Settlement was announced in a joint statement by 
the Federation of Teachers (AFL) and the office of 
superintendent of schools Williard B, Goslin. 

Strike began Feb. 24, and affected more than 2,000 
teachers in 92 schools. Eleven hundred of teachers 
were members of the federation which called the 
strike. 

Terms of settlement provided for permanent salary 
increases ranging from $20 to $40 a month, and restor- 
ation of 1948 budget which board of education pre- 
viously had slashed as an economy move. 

Teachers agreed to make up nine of 19 days lost 
during the strike.

The Beliefs of The Church of England 


The principal beliefs of the 
Church of England are expressed 
in its Book of Common Prayer 
and are summarized in the 
Apostles’ Creed. 

In a short article it is obviously 
impossible to expound them or 
even to state them: but I will say 
this much, 

We believe in a personal God 
who has a character and a will; 
who is for some things and 
against others; who has made 
men to be persons, with the re- 
sponsibilities of character and 
choice, whose moral laws are 
good because He is good, and are 
necessary for life because He is 
God, 


Emphasize the 
Love of God 


We believe that Jesus Christ 
is both God and man, that He 
came to live for a time as man 
among men to do three things: 
to show the true character of 
God in relation to men and of 
men in relation to God; to bring 
the redemptive force of His own 
love and sacrifice into a world 
where every human? situation and 
every man quite clearly needs 
redemption from the destructive 
and killing force of evil; and to 
make that force effective in all 
who believe in Him, 

We believe that Jesus Christ 
called believers In Him into a 
Society of which He who came 
from God and through death 
and resurrection returned to God 
is the Head: to which through 
the Holy Spirit He gave and 
gives His presence; in which men 
can live and walk by the Spirit 
through which the redemptive 
work of Christ is to be continued. 

That Sdciety we cal) the Holy 
Catholic Church, partly militant 
here on earth, partly triumphant 
in the eternal Kingdom of God 
to which Christ brings all faith- 
ful men, there to glorify God and 
enjoy Him forever

Celebration of 
Sacraments 

A member of the Church of 
England then believes the doc- 
trines of the Apostles’ Creed; he 
believes that the Church of Eng- 
land is a part of that Holy Catho- 
lie Church of which Christ is the 
Head, 

Within the Church of England 
he finds a system of Church life 
which goes back to the days of 
the Apostles — entrance to the 
Church by Baptism with its com- 
pletion jin Confirmation, the 
weekly gathering of the family of 
Christ on the day which com 
memorates His resurrection in 
Sunday worship, the central act 
of the Family and of all its mem- 
bers in the Holy Communion, and 
all the other sacramental acts of 


the Church—a sacrament being 
an act in which the Church 
knows, either from our Lord's 


own appointment of it or from its 
own experience, that there is a 
special interaction between our 
human spirits and the Holy Spirit 
of God 

He finds also a system of 
Church order which also goes 
back in unbroken succession to 
the days of the Apostles, where- 
by bishops are the chief overseers 
of the people of Christ; priests 
and deacons are ordained by 
them to minister the word of 
God and His holy sacraments and 
to be pastors, “good shepherds”; 
and the jaity are one with them 
in the work of the Church in 
which all are “a royal priesthood 
a consecrated nation.” 


Teaching of 
Christian Duties 

He finds also in the worship 
teaching and fellowship of the 
Church his Christian duties: their 
mphasis varies as the conditions 
life vary; but funda 
mentally they are the same 
after the example of Christ and 
in dependence upon him to wor- 


ot secular 


ship God in spirit and in truth, to 
love the brotherhood and honor 
all men, to endure hardness as a 
good soldier of Jesus Christ, and 
so to be along with his fellow 
Christians “the salt of the earth” 
and “the leaven in the lump” of 
the world’s heaviness, 

I have put the first things first. 
Now let me mention two secon- 
dary characteristics of the Church 
of England, 

It has in a peculiarly intimate 
way grown up with the English 
nation, powerfully affecting 
and being affected by it. 

It was the foster parent of our 
nationhood and of our liberties, 
the pioneers in education and in 
what we should now call social 
services, 

At a time when the nation was 
reaching a period of great vitality 
it reformed itself, putting away, 
in a rough and ready manner 
perhaps, many of the abuses and 
errors of the medieval Church. 

In the times that followed (by 
divisions for which the Church 
must carry its own share of the 
blame) it ceased to be the Church 
of all the Christian people of the 
country, 

Further, it was too much under 
the control of the State. 

As a result of this long history 
we inherit much cumbrous and 
out-of-date machinery which is in 
process of being remedied by 
continuous measures of Church 
reform, but which still handicaps 
us 


Christian 
Tradition 

Yet it remains true that in a 
very real sense the Church of 
England does at home and even 
more abroad stand for and ex- 
press the Christian tradition of 
this county, and is in all kinds of 
ways built into the fabric of our 
national life and literature and 
social institutions 

For instance, every citizen lives 
in some parish of some diocese 
and can claim the spiritual counsel 
and ministrations of its parish 
priest; and this pastoral duty of 
the clergy (made often enough 
almost impossible by the aggrega- 
tion of immense populations and 
the shortage of clerical man- 
power) still remains as the first 
care and privilege of the Church 

If in God's good time there can 
be reunion of now separated bod- 
ies, the Church of England will 
agains and more fully be that 


which our history marks it out 
to be 

The other characteristic grows 
in part out of our historic past, 
but has a universal significance. 

It is sometimes said that no- 
body can tell what the Church of 
England believes. I hope I have 
shown above that the accusation 
is untrue. 

It believes in the faith of the 
Catholic Church of which it is 
a part, and that faith is in the 
Creeds, the Prayer-book amd the 
Ordinal. 


Strength in 
Great Variety 


It is also said that you can find © 


great varieties of interpretation 
held in the Church of England, 

That is true and, as I shail 
show, is a strength and not a 
weakness. 

It affirms the fundamental doc- 
trines of the Church, it repudiates 
certain accretions to them as er- 
roneous; between those two limits 
it leaves a great measure of free 
dom and gives to its members 
the right and the duty of private 
judgment, 

All the doctrines of God's deal- 
ings with men lead to mysteries 
in which men see only through 
a glass darkly. 

There are matters which the 
whole Church has not and never 
cam define finally in precise terms 
of human language; over-defini- 
tion leads to error on one side or 
another 

In this region the Church of 
England, within the limits which 
I have mentioned, leaves a wise 
freedom, believing that in this 
way the proper responsibility of 
each member is best developed 
and enrichment of Christian truth 
and understanding best comes; it 
is therefore slow to embark on 
heresy-hunts. 


Holy Spirit 
Is Authority 


Of course every Chureh must 
ask itself this question—Where 
is the final authority to which 
we look for the faith which we 
hold? 

The Church of England be 
lieves that the Holy Spirit of 
God, the only fina) authority, 
speaks to us in Holy Scripture, 
in the tradition of the Church 
and in the living thought and 
experience of today. 

Thus there is a threefold cord, 
each single strand ef which ua- 


related to the others leads 
astray, 

At my enthronement as Arch- 
bishop J used these words; “The 
stresses within the Church of 
England, so far as they are due 
to tensions between divine truths 
imperfectly integrated by men, 
are signs of truthfulness and of 
health. 

“They may easily enough be 
allowed to cause a confusion of 
voices, 

But it is the conviction and 
the justification of the Church 
of England that Christ means us 
to essay this difficult comprehen- 
sion, to hold together within our 
communion of the Catholic 
Church what may not be put 
asunder without grievous injury, 
and to present as far as We may, 
the wholeness of the Gospel of 
Christ.” 

So we test all things by the 
threefold appeal to the Holy 
Spirit in Scripture, tradition and 
contemporary reason, and believe 
that in the fellowship of charity 
and worship the Holy Spirit will 
keep us in the true faith. 


Our Heritage 
In Catholicity 

So the Church of England 
stands, faulty ag every Church is 
faulty, yet with manifest signs 
Of its place in the Catholic Church 
of Christ and in the working out 
of Christ’s purpose; with many 
weaknesses, but strong in its re- 
sources of divine experience and 
grace; hard pressed in a difficult 
world, but resolute to meet it 
with the Gospel of Christ; English 
in its toleration, its tendency to 
decry itself, its wise hesitation to 
protest too much and beyond the 
evidence, but Catholic in its 
secure foundation upon the rock 
of Christ 

Here is the rich heritage of 
our Christian past enshrined in 


our glorious cathedrals and love- 


ly parish churches; here is a 
large room in which men may 
move freely to love Christ and 
battle for Him: here is the strait 
gate and narrow way which leads 
to life 

All these things play their part 
in the beliefs of members of the 
Church of England,

To tell the truth, I kind of like 
the picture. Like it? I'm crazy 
about it, I've been following street 
cars all over the place admiring 
that picture and wishing I looked 
a little bit like it, 

Real, deep-down friends of mine 
always say that I look like a Boy 
Scout who has just failed his 
woodcraft test, It's very pleasant 
to have a new personaiity, even 
if it's only on the cabobse of a 
No, 4 street car. 

Under this picture it has a 
sales talk. “Smile,” it says, “Smile 
with Scott.” 

The first of these signs had 
hardly moved out of the car barns 
before a pack of wits were say- 
ing, “’Smile?? Whadda_ they 
mean ‘Smile?’ It should be ‘Snar! 
with Scott.’” 

All right you fellows, have your 
little joke. Actually, you'd be 
surprised at the number of edit- 
ors, circulation managers and uni- 
dentified people who are grimly 
determined that I am going to be 
a humorist. 

They are all prepared to love 
me through six editions if I will 
just occasionally smile. As in 
babies, it may only be an itiner- 
ant gas pain, but they love that 
smile. I can see their giant faces 
over me now, bending low and 
murmuring, “Kitchy, kitchy-koo, 
kitchw-koo.” 

There is one particular editor 
who has given up all hope of me 
re-discovering that boyish laugh- 
ter, When he passes my desk he 
says, “You're going to get all 
tuckered out, carrying that world 
around on your shoulders, white 
boy.” 

“Ah, Your father’s moustache,” 
I rejoin, immediately increasing 
my stature as a quick man with 
the repartee, 


Producing 
Grim Comedy 

I am writing all this down be- 
cause [ have been saving up a 
whole bunch of ideas about hu- 
mor, one or two of them original. 

The fact is that next to doing 
absolutely nothing at all I would 
rather be a successful comic than 
anything I know, You see before 
you a man With a mournful kisser 
who yearns to be that gay guy 
on the rear end of the trolley. 

But the obstacles are immense. 
In the first place the writing of 
humor, even of bad humor, is 
just about 80 per cent more diffi- 
cult than anything else. It is like 
shaving with a straight edge 
razor, With caution and finesse

the results may be fine, Othew 
wise you bleed to death. 

I've seen hundreds of humor 
ists actually at work, Nothing 
looks more completely wretched. 
The funny stuff is born of misery 
and torture, torn bodily from the 
soul, If you see a man in a news 
paper office who looks ag if he 
had a steady date with a Wailing 
Wall, that is the boy who is the 
funny man. 

Even with the best of them, 
it’s impossible to be witty on 
any regular day-to-day basis. 
True humor comes only from the 
heart, The humorist is like the 
ageing crooner, Sooner or later 
he’s bound to find himself sing- 
ing mechanically from no lower 
down than the larynx, The bobby- 
soxers troop from the hall. The 
frustrated shop girls turn te a 
new idol. 

This explains the heavy tura- 
over in crooners and the short, 
star-shel] life of the rea] com- 
edians. 

I have discovered this in my 
own smal] sphere, There is ne 
such thing as a command per- 
formance for humor, You either 
fee] the need to pass along some 
comic impression or event or you 
don’t, The laughing kind of 
humor is nearly always just ac 
cidental, It defies the cold-blood- 
ed approach. You need merely 
tune in any old-time radio “com- 
edian” to know this. ° 


High Wall 
Of Cold Type 


Apart from these dreary con- 
siderations it must be remem- 
bered that none of the senses 
are quite as varied or unpredict- 
able as the sense of humor. There 
are men who |augh only when 
blind nonagenarians slip on the 
ice, There are men genuinely 
amused by the rawest of smok- 
ing room stories. One man’s belly 
laugh is another man’s poison, 

I have stopped trusting my 
own sense of humor, Most of the 
real, relaxed laughter that comes 
my way now is just by chance, 
like a falling cornice. 

The other afternoon, for ex- 
ample, I was having a cup of 
coffee in a small joint, Fellow 
came in who was obviously away 
down in the dumps. !le ordered 
a cup of coffee and went over and 
put a dime in the juke box. The 
juke box played “The Girl That 
I Marry” and “Gloomy Sunday,” 
in that order. It struck me as just 
about the funniest thing I'd seen 
in a long time. 

But to place yourself before a 
typewriter and roll in the blank 
hunk of copy paper and set your- 
self the task of being funny with 
that or any other stuff of humor 
is a thing of peril, 

The cold wall of type, 20 inches 
high, stands between us. Some- 
times it looks as if it just can't 
be scaled,

This is why his oldest son, 16-year-old Gene Lauder 
Tunney, won't have to follow in the ring footsteps of his 
illustrious pop. Neither will a pair of younger brothers 
“They like to box,” the onetime heavyweight king ‘ex- 
plains. Apparently that’s as far as it goes. 

Tunney knocked Jack Dempsey off his perch at 
Philadelphia in June 1926 to win the heavyweight crown. 
That was the night Dempsey, who had become widely 
known as the Manassa Mauler, got ‘off one of the great 
cracks of all time. He had gone back to his hotel, face 
puffed, eyes closed, mouth swollen from the terrific 
poundipg to which the Tunney fists had subjected him, 


His first wife, who had been Estelle Tay- 
lor of the Hollywood set, was waiting. She took 
one long look before asking: “What happened 
Dempsey?” 

The answer: “I just forgot to duck, honey.”
